TEN MOST WANTED FUGITIVES PROGRAM 
BUDED: 2/1/72 


Reference is made to SAC Letter 73.-7 (G) captioned as > 

above dated 2/16 A 1, \foich reminded all offices of their individual 
responsibility to undertake independent and self-initiated investigation 
regarding these important cases. This letter also reminded you that 
all continental offices must maintain these cases in a pending status and 
are to fully exploit investigative techniques looking toward the location 
of these fugitives. 

I am greatly concerned at the lack of the results obtained. 

During 197i, only one Top Ten Fugitive was apprehended directly as 
the result of investigative activity on the part of the FBI. It is intolerable 
that those fugitives remaining on the list have not been apprehended 
after having been listed as Top Ten Fugitives for a considerable period 
of time. Far more independent action on the part of each field office 
as well as individual initiative on the part of personnel assigned to 
these cases is required in order to develop productive leads for the 
apprehension of these badly wanted fugitives. As Special Agent in Charge; 
you are personally responsible for seeing that these investigations ^ 
receive close supervision and preferred attention, and are assigned to your 
best Agents qualified for this type of work. Since all continental 
offices, not only offices of origin, maintain these cases in a pending 
status and are expected to initiate productive investigation, each Special 
Agent in Charge must at this time personally review the qualifications 
of the case Agent and Supervisor to insure that the best men are so 
assigned. You are also to advise the Bureau by 2/1/72 of the 
administrative procedures followed in your offic e for insuring cases

are receiving continuous attention and set forth the self-initiated 
action you have taken; areas of emphasis; nature of investigation, 
such as informant development, surveillances, interviews, record 
checks, etc. , devoted to Ten Most Wanted Fugitive cases. 

At sixty-day intervals after 2/1/72 you are to furnish 
similar information, together with the number of Agent man hours' 
expended, on the various types of self -initiated investigation. At that 
time, in the event no positive results or suggestions have been initiated 
in your office, the cases are to be reassigned and specific comment should 
be made in the next performance rating of the case Agent that it was 
reassigned from him in. view of his failure to initiate or produce 
positive results. 

The potential for violence on the part of all of the individuals 
involved in the "New Left" movement makes it particularly important 
that all possible steps be taken to apprehend those individuals charged 
with Federal crimes. The fact that a majority of the subjects on the 
Ten Most Wanted Fugitives List are in the "New Left" category makes 
it particularly important that these cases receive imaginative 
investigative attention. As has been noted previously, these cases 
offer an excellent opportunity for developing informants both in the 
security and criminal fields. There must also be continued close 
coordination of effort in the security and criminal areas to insure 
maximum results are obtained. 

The office of origin in each Ten Most Wanted Fugitives, 
case is to advise the Bureau immediately of the identity of the case 
Agent and Supervisor. The Bureau is to be similarly advised each 
time a new fugitive is added to the list. It is absolutely essential that 
the Bureau's performance in connection with this most important program 
be immediately improved. The Inspection Staff has been instructed to 
intensify its emphasis on these cases and to recommend drastic 
administrative action any time it is determined that the program is 
receiving inadequate and unimaginative attention. They will not be 
impressed with voluminous records of negative, nonproductive 
investigation, and will immediately identify those Agents, Supervisors, / 

Assistant Special Agents in Charge and Special Agents in Charge who / 

might try to adopt a fruitless policy of spending more time building a 
record to justify their inability to produce rather than concentrating- their' i 
efforts on obtaining results.

The toll records of suspected New Left contacts arid 
individuals 'who might possibly be in contact with captioned 
subjects, including those individuals other than New Left type, 
are continuously monitored and leads set forth for identification 
of subscribers, when .deemed appropriate. 

' Pittsburgh also continues, as it has in the past, to 

disseminate Wanted Flyers and XO’s to individuals who might, 
through their occupation, be in a position to observe or come 
into contact with captioned subjects. 

. To insure division-wide coverage and continuing 

investigation, all agents memoranda,, which includes resident 
agents, are periodically disseminated, requesting investigation of 
the above nature to insure that all possible avenues are 
explored. 


The above actions, will continue and new avenues of 
investigation which will- produce results will be explored ana •
